Anthro po lo g y in "The Popular Science 
Mo nthly ’ for September, s a y s that about 
the middle of the nineteenth century the 
doctrine o f the ii.se of man as opposed to 
the do ctrine o f his “ fall” received a g reat 
accessio n o f streng th from a so urce most 
unex pected. 
As we saw in the last chap­ 
ter, the facts pro ving the g reat antiquity 
o f man fo reshado wed a new* and even 
more remark able idea reg arding him. We 
saw, it is true, that the o ppo nents of 
Bo ucher de Perthes, while they co uld not 
deny his discovery of human implements 
in the drift, were successful in securing a 
verdict of "not pro ven” as reg ards hi» dis­ 
co very o f human bones: but their triumph 
was short-lived. 
Many previous diseo v 
cries, little tho ug ht of up to that time, 
beg an to be studied, and others were add­ 
ed which resulted, not merely in co nfirm­ 
ing the truth reg arding the antiquity of 
mau, but in establishing auolher doctrine 
which the o ppo nents of science reg arded 
with vastly g reater dislike—the doctrine 
that man has not fallen from an orig inal 
hig h estate in which he was created about 
six tho usand y ears ag o. but that, from a 
period vastly earlier than any warranted 
by tbe* sacred chro nolog ists, he has been 
— in spite o f lapses and detrio rations here 
and there—rising .
